Quantity 

Adequate  supplies  have  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year,  the  Thornford  borehole  being  the  principal 
source  of  supply  from  the  Cornells  sources  supplemeited 
from  the  Leigh  supply,, 

A  number  of  small  private  supplies  remain  in  use  in 
the  district,  the  quality  of  which  are  doubtful  as  they 
arise  from  surface  springs,.  The  pollution,  however,  is 
not  considered  to  be  of  a  dangerous  nature „ 

Water  is  taken  from  the  Sherborne  Urban  District  to 
supply  parts  of  Castlet-on  Parish, 

All  the  Councils  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  reg¬ 
ular  samples  of  the  public  and  private  supplies  are  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  (where  applicable) 
free  chlorine  estimation „ 

Three  samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  seventy  one, 
for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  during  the  je  ar„ 
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It  is  regretted  that  I  am  unable  to  give  up  to  date 
figures.,  asked  for  by  the  Ministry,  with  regard  to  details 
of  household  supplies  in  the  district  .  Ihe  lack  of  routine 

house  inspection  during  recent  years  makes  this  impossible * 

The  required  figures  were  given  in  my  Report  for  1959 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  has  been  material  improves*  nt 
since  that  date* 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Bradford  Abbas  The  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village 
was  completed  during  the  year* 

Private  development  continues  at  an 
increased  rate  and  in  Bradford  Abbas  the  disposal  plant  will 
soon  be  loaded  to  its  maximum  design  capacity*  It  is  antic= 
ipated  that  little  more  expansion  of  this  village  will  be 
approved  by  the  planning  authority  and  with  careful  maintenance 
the  disposal  works  should  continue  to  produce  a  satisfactory 
effluent*  But,  there  will  be  no  margin  and  it  may  eventually 
prove  necessary  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  aeration  beds* 

Thomf ord  The  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  was 

completed  during  the  year, 

Yetminster  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  outline  scheme 
for  sewerage  in  this  village  was  with  the  Ministry  and  since 
then  approval  has  been  received  to  go  to  tender  during  19 63* 

Obome  A  proposal  to  provide  a  disposal  plant  for  the 
twelve  Council  houses  together  with  additional  dwellings  for 
old  people  was  prevented  by  the  refusal  of  the  County  Council 
Small  Holdings  Committee  to  sell  the  necessary  parcel  of  land. 
Drainage  conditions  there  still  remain  unsatisfactory  and 
further  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  this  problem* 

General  Whilst  the  Council  is  to  be  complimented  cm  its 
sewerage  development  in  recent  years  the  lack  of  this  facility  in 
so  many  villages  in  the  district  remains  as  the  major  obstacle  to 
improvement  of  existing  houses  and  building  of  new* 

A  particular  site,  at  Langburton,  with  a  poten™ 
tial  of  twenty  four  houses  is  being  restricted  to  eight  by 
reason  of  the  necessity  to  provide  septic  tanks.  Where  such 
sites  are  available  and  builders  are  prepared  to  instal  adequate 
disposal  plant  to  the  satisf action  of  the  River  Board  Hie 
Council  might  well  consider  taking  over  these  plants  and  maint=> 
aining  them,  from  the  general  sewerage  rate,  in  the  same  way 
that  the  Cornell  housing  sites  are  maintained  from  the  housing 
maintenance  fund* 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  Refuse  Collection  The  monthly  collection  of  house 
refuse  has  been  maintained.  The  Council  considered  increasing 
the  frequency  of  collection  but  in  vie//  of  the  existing  tip  being 
almost  exhausted  it  was  decided  to  defer  such  iraprev  anent  to  the 
service  up. til  a  new  tipping  site  could  be  obtained. 
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Public  Cleansing  (Continued) 


Salvage  The  value  of  salvage  sold  during  the  year  was 
«£26o5so10do  a  reduction  of  £8  on  the  preceding  year,  Waste 
paper  was  not  sold  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  outlet  was 
found  for  this  material  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  improvement 
will  be  shown  in  the  cash  return  for  salvage  in  subsequent 
report  So 

Cesspool  Emptying  The  contract  for  this  work  at  the 
Council's  housing  sites  has  been  continued  and  is  operating 
satisfactorily. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Rivers  (Prevention 
of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  it  will  be  obligatory  9  before  1st 
June  1963s  for  all  discharges  of  sewage  effluent  which  were 
existing  before  1st  October  1951  to  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  River  Board  for  consent. 


Conditions  will  be  set  as  to  the  standards  of  purity 
required  and  will  effectively  re=  inforce  the  powers  already 
existing  raider  the  Public  Health  Acts  to  abate  nuisance  from 
these  sources.  The  Council,,  as  property  owner  and  sewerage 
authority  has  its  own  obligations  to  apply  for  consents  and 
meet  condi ti.ons  which  are  laid  down. 


The  perennial  question  of  foul  ditches  so  often  ref- 
erred  to  in  these  reports  will  now  be  brought  into  sharp 
focus  since  the  question  of  their  ownership 3  particularly 
at  the  point  of  discharge  to  streams  and  main  rivers,,  will 
have  to  be  determined  if  action  is  to  be  taken  to  secure 
their  improvement. 


Where  no  consents  are  applied  for;  pollutions  will  have 
to  be  traced  to  source  and  if  necessary  statutory  action 
taken  against  the  offenders. 


It  is  evident  that  many  of  these  cases  will  be  ref~ 
erred  by  the  Rivers  Boards  to  your  Council  as  sanitary 
Authority  and  one  can  forsee  a  further  considerable 
increase  in  the  work  of  this  department  on  duties  of 
that  nature.

The  provision  of  standard  grants  is  undoubtedly  a  most 
valuable  step  towards  making  properties  lacking  basic  amen¬ 
ities  more  habitable  and  it  is  only  regretted  that  an 
increasing  number  of  such  grants  are  not  sought^  partic¬ 
ularly  in  respect  to  rented  property* 


Provision  of  New  Houses  and  Re-Housing 


Sixty  four  new  houses  were  bur  t  m  the  district  by 
private  enterprise  (compared  with  twenty  seven  in  196l)and 
ten  by  the  District  Councils 

Although  during  the  year  the  Council  only  built  ten 
new  houses  (.old  peopled  bungalows)  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  the  Council  has  new  adopted  a  policy  of  renewed 
unrestricted  building  both  for  old  peoples  dwellings  as 
well  as  for  general  purpose  needs* 

The  Council  house  waiting  list  still  reflects  a 
present  shortage  of  houses  to  let  in  the  district  aid 
any  action  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  mder  which  some 
of  these  applicants  are  living  is  welcomed* 

Ninety  five  applicants  were  on  the  Council  house 
waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  years  of  which  severity 
four  were  resident  in  the  district s  compared  with  ninety 
five  and  eight  respectively,,  at  the  end  of  1961. 

Twenty  four  applicants  were  re-housed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year*
